Prospectus for Admission. 


Tus School is under the management of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted by 
a Board of Visitors: it owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to commemo- 
rate the visit to India of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. The object of the fund 
was the ee of technical instruction in Bihar. The School was formally opened on 
the llth July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2. The number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60, of whom only 15 can be other than Biharis by race (viz., natives of the North- 
Western Provinces, Central Provinces, or Bengalis domiciled in Bihar); but «should the 
number of suitable applicants whq are Biharis by race be insufficient to fill up the 45 
vacancies, then the vacancies thus occutring can be giveh to those applicants who are natives 
: a ee Provinees, Central Provinces, or Bengalis domiciled in Bihar in 
that order. 

8. The School, as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appointment as Sub-Overseers and Overseers,

the salt from the warehouse, having been approved by the Lieutenant-Governor, are 
published for general information as required by section 204 :— 


. 
Appiication For Grant AND Wiraprawat or a License For an INLAND 
Bonpep Waretnousr. . 


1. An application for a license to open an inland bonded warehouse.shall be in writing 
in the form (1) annexed, and shail be signed by the applicant. It should be presented to the 
Collector of the district within which the warehouse is to be situated. 

2. Upon receipt of such an application, the Collector will cause enquiry to be made 
on the following points :— 

(a) The suitability of the locality proposed for the warehouse. 


Nors.—A warehouse should be easy of access for purposes of inspection and for the carriage to it 
of salt without undue wastage during transit. 


(6) The suitability of the ground site proposed. 


Norr.—A warehouse should be constructed upon a high and dry plot of land, in proximity to ready 
means of communication, eg.,  railwey, river, or khal. It should be at least auyfpards from any other 


golah in use for the storage of duty-paid or non-duty-paid salt. 


(c) The suitability of the building erected for the storage of salt or the willingness 
of the applicant .to construct such a building as a condition precedent to the 
grant of a license, 


Nore.—The following instructions indicate the conditions which will ordinarily satisfy the Tequire- 
ments of the Government in regard to the kind of warehouse to be licensed. They are not, however, to be 
unders'ood as binding the bonders to any particular plan of building, or to the use of any particular 
material in its construction :— « 

(i) The warehouse need not necessarily be a masonry building, but may be one with double mat 
walls, a mud floor, and a tiled, thatched, or corrugated-iron roof. The ground, if damp, 
should havea single layer of bncks to keep the salt from contact with the earth. ° 

(ii) The warehouse should be sufficiently raised above flood-level to be dry, and the plinth should 
be protected by pucka masonry walls, The compartments, if any are necessary, may be 
made of single or double mats with posts. 

(iii) The height of the walls and size of the warehouse may be determined by the bonders, In 
practice a height of 12 feet will be found to be the most convenient. 

(iv) No windows are necessary, if sufficient light is admitted through the door and under the 
eaves, When windows are provided, it is advisable to have them as near the roof as 
possible, so as to facilitate the storage of salt. They should bo provided with iron bars, 
and should be capable of being closed from the inside. One good-sized door for the 
ingress and egress of caolies carrying loads is preferable to two, as it can be the more 
easily watched, 

(v) Both doors and windows should be capable of being securely fastened. If there is more than 
one door, only one should be open at a time, and a second door should be open only if the 
darogah can conveniently see both doors at once. More than two doors should never be 
allowed to remain open at one time. 

(vi) The warehouse should not be connected by any door cr passage with any other godown, 
shop, or dwelling-house. 

(¢) The character, solveucy, and general suitability of the applicant. 

3. Upon completion of his onquiries the Collector will submit his report, together with 
the application in original, through the Commissioner of the Division, to the Board 
of Revenue. ‘ 

4; Licenses, if granted, will be issued in the form (II) annexed.

The Executive Engineer will fill in column 7 and 
examine and countersign the drawing and the estimate, and return the application, with the 
drawing and the estimate, to the Chaplain. 

The foregoing procedure applies to the case of monuments of all other kinds and to the 
ease of single stone monuments erected by soldiers to their deceased comrades, for the 
maintenance and repair of which the State is responsible. It does not apply to other single 
stone monuments. A single stone monument is a monument consisting only of a plain cross 
head stone or slab over a masonry foundation 8’x 2’. The total height of such monuments 
must not exceed 3 feet in the case of masonry graves and 3 feet 6 inches in the case of non-

4. The test examinations of the zilla sehools will be held on the 16th December 1903 
and the following days. The date of examination of the collegiate school should be ascer: 
tained from the Head Master of that school. 

5. Every private candidate must submit his application to the Head Master of one of 
the schools named above at least three weeks before the test examination, and satisfy the 
following conditions :— ‘ 


(a) that he has not failed at the test examination of any Entrance school during the 
current session ; 

(6) that he has not left school from any class lower than the first; and 

(c) that he has left the school in which he last read with a transfer certificate, or (in 
case of a candidate who appeared at any previous examination) he is in 
possession of the Registrar’s receipt. 


A school-master is required to produce a certificate from the Secretary of the school in 
which he has served as a Jond fide teacher for a period not less than six months, or if he has 
served in several schools, he must produce certificates from the Secretaries of each of them 
to prove that he has served as a Lond fide teacher in all of them, 

6. Every private candidate must pay a feé of Rs. 2 to the Head Master of the school 
at which he appears for examination. After payment of the necessary expenses, the balance 
of fees will be paid tu the examiners as remuneration. 

7. He must be accompanied, for the purpose of identitication, by some perscn known. to 
the officer conducting the examination, and satisfy him as to his character, otherwise he will 
not be admitted to the test examination. 

8. The Head Masters of the schools named above are requested to send to this office 
a statement showing the marks gained by each private candidate in each subject at the test 
examination within a fortnight from the date of the said examination, and are authorised 
to sign the application forme of eligible candifates, which should be forwarded to this office 
for countersignature and transmission to the Registrar of the University of Calcutta in 
due time. 

9. Private candidates should arrange to remit their examination fees, together with the 
application forms direct to the legistrar.

2. Exceptions to the above rule will be made in case of those candidates who, after 
failure at a previous examination, have served for six months since the date oi the examin- 
ation. If, however, a candidate does not complete six months’ service at the time of submit- 
ting his application, he must satisfy this office that he will stick to the post till he completes 
six months’ service before the examination. 


School-masters should submit, with their applications, certificates of character and 


length of service from the Secretaries of their respective’ schools, and also the University 
certificates, in proof of their having passed the Entrance or F.A. Examination, as the case 
may be.

of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, and therefore entitled to a passport. 
_ Appeals for assistance are also Trequaniily addressed to His Lordship by destitute Indians who 
desire to return to their country and by students who, owing to embarrassed circumstances, 
\ are unable to complete their course of education. 

© 2. In crder to enable the Secretary of State to deal with such cases satisfactorily, the 
Governor-General in Council has decided that it is necessary to press upon Indian students 
and others visiting England the desisability of providing themselves, before their departure

Responsibilities of the Office of Issue, Phe Pogt-office has no means of ascertaining the correctness 
of the information supplied by a remitter; all that it is necessary to see, is that entries are 
made against every printed item in the Coupon (Chalan), that these entries are made against 
the appropriate printed items, that all the items are understood by the remitter, and that the 
Money-order is not for a larger sum than is allowed by the rules for ordinary Inland Money- 
orders, ‘The spaces in the Acknowledgment and Chalan for the entry of interest, penalty and 
expenses (kharcha) are intended to meet the requirements of remitters who are in arrears as 
regards the payment of their cesses, und have iucurred liabilities for interest, penalty, process 
feos, or other costs of proceedings. Every alteration or correction in the Money-order must 
be attested by the initials of the remitter. 
+ 10, The letter “R” snould be written before the number of every Revenue Money- 
Distinguishing of Revenue Money- order, and this nfode of orsee. 5 parca; bet eer Money-orders 
orders. should be adopted wherever the number is entered. 
11. The number assigned to a Revenue Money-order by the Head Office or Sub-Office 
Number to be assigned to Revenue Of Issue will also bo entered at the top of the Coupon 
Money-orders, (Chalan) and Acknowledgment by the Money-order Clerk 
of the Head Office of the Sub-Postmaster of the Sub-Office of Issue, as the case may be. 


PART ITI. 
Payment or Revenue Money-orver. 


Section A.—Procedure in the Disbursing Office. 


12. When the Revenue Money-orders are in all respects” ready to behanded over to the 
Postman, a list in triplicatet (Form rity) should be made out by the aye hee) Clerk, and 
the entries in the money column of the list should be carefully totalled. The Money-orders 
should be entered in the list according to the offices of issue, The original copy of the list 
will teke the place of the journal of Money-orders paid, the duplicate of the list will be sent 
to the Treasury under the procedure deseri below, and the triplicate of the list will be the 
list for the Comptroller. When the number of Revenue Money-orders for payment in one 


_ day is more than enough to fill a single sheet of Form gio, each sheet should be separately 


totulled and a grand total should be made at the end of the last sheet of the list or on a 
separate sheet. ‘The date rtamp of the office of payment should be impressed on the space 
provided for it on the reverse of the acknowledgment portion uf each Money-order. 

13. ‘Che Postmaster should then check the entries in the list with those on the Money- 
orders, and also check the total of the money column. He will then prepare a Treasury 
Voucher Korm (A/c 12), representing the total valne of the money-orders as entered at the 
foot of the list. ‘The amount represented by the Treasury Voucher will not be charged 
against the letter of credit, and will be paid quite independently of the balance of any letters 
of credit held by the Treasury in favour of the Post-office. Postmasters before sending 
Revenue Money-orders to the ‘I'reasury should examine them carefully, and any error which 
might have been avoided should be brought to the notice of the Superintendent.

The amount 
will also appear in the Treasury Pass-book and Register of transactions vith the Treasury 
as money drawn from the District Treascry.

Note-—Tho date referred to above is the date on which the moncy-orders are sent from the Post-cffice to the Collectorate, If 
the procedure to be followed in the Colirctorate is correctly observed, the money-crder will be credited in the Treasary on the same 
date.
